Frank J. Hezel, Former 
Collector, Tells Council 
He , Appropriated . Funds 
From Tax Money. 


Frank J. Hezel, former City 
Collector of Kirkwood, has. admit- 
ted to the City Council that he 
appropriated about $6000 of tax 
money during the two years he 
was in office from April, 1928, to 
April of this year, it was learned 
at the Kirkwood City Hall today. 

Hezel, now a Deputy Sheriff 
under Sheriff Lill of St. Louis 
County, could not be reached. Al- 
bert S. Kinyon, Mayor of Kirk- 
wood, admitted there was a short- 
age, but declined to discuss the 
possibility of prosecution, pending 
completion of an audit now in 
progress, 

Hezel, who is 31 years old and 
lives with his widowed mother at 


436 South Van Buren avenue, was 
a Kirkwood policeman before he 
was electe@ Collector on the Har- 
mony ticket. He was paid in com- 
missions on collections and his in- 
come ranged between $3500 and 
$4000 a year. 

Complaints From Taxpayers. 

Last April the Harmony party 
was defeated by the Progressive 
party and the commission form of 
government was adopted, which 
made the Collector’s office ap- 
pointive. Following a campaign 
promise, an audit of the city’s 
books, the first in several years, 
was begun. At the same time bills 
for back taxes were sent out and 
several persons complained that 
they had been billed for taxes they 
had paid. 

Last Saturday, it was said, the 
auditors submitted a preliminary 
report estimating the shortage at 
$6000. The City Council, consist- 
ing of Mayor Kinyon, William Hoe- 
man and Irvin S. McGirk, with J. 
C. Hoester, City Attorney, called 
Hezel to the City Hall. 

Receipted Bills, Pocketed Cash. 

It was said that Hezel readily 
admitted the shortage, stating that 
he had appropriated the money at 
various times during his two years 
in office by pocketing cash _  re- 
ceived from taxpayers and re- 
ceipting their bills. Some of the 
money was used, he said, to pay 
unexpected bills which followed the 
death of his father last autumn. 


After his term expired, Hezel 
was idle until about a month ago 
when Sheriff Lill appointed him to 
take the place of Deputy Sheriff 
William R. Goericke, who was 
killed by highwaymen.

CHICAGO, June 9.—A veteran 


newspaper reporter who ‘‘knew too 
much” of gangland was shot dead 
today in a crowded pedestrian tun- 
nel under Michigan boulevard. 

The victim was Albert (Jake) 
Lingle, for 15 years a member of 
the Chicago Tribune staff and of 
late assigned to undercover work 
in the sudden revival of gang mur- 
ders, Newspaper ‘“‘grape vines’’ 
had carried the gossip a week ago 
that he was marked for death be- 
cause of his knowledge of the un- 
derworld. 

The Chicago Tribune a few hours 
after Lingle’s death, offered a re- 
ward of $25,000 for information 
leading to the arrest and convic- 
tion of the murder or murderers. 

Lingle was reported to be one of 
the city’s best informed newspa- 
per men in gangland affairs. 

The slayer apparently had 
tracked him from a downtown cafe 
where he had, lunched. Creeping 
up behind him in the subway lIead- 
ing to the Randolph street terminal 
of the Illinois Central Railroad, the 
assassin fired from within a few 
feet, dashed to the street and van- 
ished in the boulevard’ throng 
arcund the Public Library. 

Scores of commuters bound, as 
was Lingle, for the special] trains to 
the Washington Park races, were 
thrown into panic by the shots 
echoing in the tunnel and the as- 
sassin escaped readily. 

Lingle was 40 years old, married, 
and the father of two children. 

A witness, several paces behind 
Lingle, said he saw the killer slip 
up behind the reporter, level his 
weapon a few feet from his yvic- 
tim’s head and fire. Then he 
dropped the pistol, dashed up the 
runway toward the station, vault 
over a fence and vanished into the 
boulevard crowd, 

His weapon, an old style .45 cali- 
ber revolver, was found near the 
dead man. 

Assigned to Gang Filare-Up. 

Of late Lingle had been assigned 
to dig up information for his pa- 
per on the latest revival of gueril- 
la warfare among the gangsters, 
and the supposition was that some 
enmity in the underworld had been 
incurred by his activities. ~* 

Lingle left the Tribune cffice 
about 12:30 p. m. for luncheon. It 
was his custom to eat along Ran- 
dolph street, Chicago's Rialto, and 
the police believe some gangster 
spotted him there today and 
trailed him to the Illinois Central 
tunnel. 

William F. Russell, Commission- 
er cf Police, and Chief John Stege 
of the Detective Bureau went to the 
death scene immediately and took 
charge of the investigation. 

During the winter of 1928-29 the 
reporter was a guest at the Miami 
estate of Alphonse Capone, boss of 
gangland.

business men,” 

He said the business man “sees 
in the passage of this measure con- 
sequences that will inevitably react 
against industrial and agricultural 
growth and destroy the full oppor- 
tunities now presented to us. 

‘te knows that a trade war 
could be carried to that point 
that would be as disastrous to the 
trade and cémmerce and prosper- 
ity of this country as a war be- 
tween the armies and navies,” the 
Mississippian continued. 

Harrison also declared that 36 
countries scattered all over the 
world have protested against sec- 
tions of the bill and since its con- 
sideration began there has been a 
“gradual but constant falling off 
in our exports and a shrinkage in 
our balance of trade. 

How Exports Fell Off. 

“During the first four months of 
this year,” he said, “we have seen

With the outcome stil in doubt, 
the Senate is expected to reach its 
long awaited final vote on the tar- 
iff bill before the end of the week. 

The tariff bill conferees com- 
pleted their correction of the meas- 
ure today. . 

To meet points of order raised 
against the watch paragraphs, the 
tariff adjusters reduced the rate 
on watch jewels from 20 to 15 
cents apiece whether set or unset, 
and eliminated the levy of 15 
cents each on dials. A further 
correction transferred watches and 
other timepieces designed not to 
be worn on the person from the 
clock to the watch section at lower 
rates. 

Republican leaders today as- 
serted they had enough votes to 
pass the bill by a narrow margin. 
They awaited an announcement of 
the position of the two Senators 
from Pennsylvania, Reed and 
Grundy, Republicans.

King Carol, with Michael, who 
now by legislative act has been de- 
clared mever to have been King, 
visited with Helen shortly after he 
had taken the oath as monarch, 
both father and son were said to 
have been thrilled at their reunion.

In taking the oath, King Carol 
said: “An exile of more than four 
years, far from the people among 
whom I was born and reared, was 
inflicted upon me by persons who, 
by their words, filled with sorrow 
the soul of their great King, my 
dear father, and. whose object it 
was to break the bonds between 
me and the Rumanian nation. 


“The sublime demonstration of 
today clearly shows,that these per- 
sons did not achieve their aims, 
and that the -unshakable love 
which I have borne in my heart 
for Rumania has been abundantly 
rewarded in the affection shown 
me by the nation and its represen- 
tatives. 

“In keeping with the words of 
the gospel, I wish not the death of 
the guilty, but their return to the 
right path, which they should 
never have left. I have not come 
to take vengeance against anybody. 
It is with all the warmth and af- 
fection of my soul that I desire to 
gather under one shield all those 
who have the will and power to 
collaborate for the progress of the 
country.”

He ‘‘Made a Mess of It,” 
He Says, but Won’t Indi- 
cate His Attitude on Con- 
tempt Charge.

WASHINGTON, June 9.—Chair. 
man Caraway of the Senate Lobby 
Committee, upon his return here to- 
day from Arkansas, told newspaper 
men that his statement apparently 
upholding Bishop James Cannon's 
refusal to testify had been ‘most 
unhappy” and that it had been gen- 
erally misconstrued. 

In extraordinary exhibition of 
frankhess, Caraway described his 
remorse over the embarassment he 
had caused his colleagues, Senators 
Walsh and Blaine, and made the 
additional confession that he had 
been guilty of “bad manners” to a 
number of witnesses who had been 
before the committee. 

Alluding to his Arkansas state- 
ment about Cannon’s refusal to 
testify the Chairman said: “It isn’t 
the first time I have made a state- 
ment ‘without knowing’ entirely 
what I was making it about, but 
this was a singularly unhappy ex- 
ample. At the time I made it, I 
only had a newspaper report that 
Bishop Cannon had refused to an- 
swer a question asked by Senator 
Blaine. 

“Made a Mess” of It. 

“IT wanted to convey two ideas, 
and apparently I succeeded in 
making a mess of both. The first 
thing I wanted to say was that the 
committee was not empowered to 
investigate purely political activi- 
ties. The second was that certain 
evidence of a serious character had 
been presented to the committee, 
reflecting upon Bishop Cannon, 
that he had requested an opportu- 
nity to explain it, and that, if he 
did not want to take advantage of; 
that opportunity, the committee 
should be willing to let it go un- 
explained.” 

Cannon’s charge that the com- 
mittee’s attempt to inquire into his 
use of anti-Smith campaign funds 
in 1928 was part of a “wet, Roman 
Catholic persecution,” was charac- 
terized by Caraway as “too damned 
ridiculous for words.” He pointed 
out that of the five Senators com- 
prising the Lobby Committee, three 
are Methodists, four are Protes- 
tants and four are bone dry. 
Won’t Disclose His Views. | 

Although Caraway completely 
dispelled any impression that he 
had any sympathy with Cannon's 
attitude, he would not disclose 
what course of action he contem- 
plates concerning the Bishop’s con- 
duct last week in refusing to an- 
swer questions, and walking out. 
He said he would reach no deci- 
soin until he had read the record 
of the Bishop’s appearance—and 
disappearance—and talked with 
other members of the committee. 

The chairman intimated he 
shared Walsh’s opinion that the 
Methodist prelate committed con- 
tempt of the Senate by walking 
out, but rather indicated he would 


toppose any attempt to punish him. 


Caraway is convinced that Cannon 
precipitated a conflict with the 
committee in order to divert pub- 
lic attention from evidence relat- 
ing to his own political and finan- 
cial operations in the 1928 cam- 
paign. 

Whether the committee will lend 
itself to carrying out his scheme is 
a matter of policy that the mem- 
bers of the committee must de- 
cide, he added. 

The chairman stuck to his Ar- 
kansas statement that the commit- 
tee has no authority to inquire into 
“purely pclitical” activities unless 
they are shown to have some con- 
nection with lobbying. But he de- 
clined to say whether in his opin- 
ion, Cannon’s 1928 activities come 
within that category. 

Avoids Direct Answer. ' 

When reminded that the com- 
mittee had subjected Henry Cur- 
ran of the Association Against the 
Prohibition Amendment to @ prc- 
longed grilling on the score of the 
association’s political 
Caraway said he considered that 
those activities were sufficiently 
connected with lobbying to justify 
the inquiry. He was asked if they 
were not the exact equivalent of 
Cannon's dry crusade against Smith, 
and replied: II am not prepared to 
say they were nct. That is a ques- 
tion I want to discuss with other 
members ofthe committee.’’ 

He echoed Walsh's declaration 
that the question of contempt in 
Cannon’s case is unaffected by the 
fact that he had not been subpe- 
naed and referred tto court deci- 
sions, holding that when once a 
witness has submitted himself to 
the committee, and received the 
oath, he is under the same ccm- 
pulsnon to remain and testify as if 
he had been formally summoned. 

With his back to the table in the 
center of the President's room, off 
the Senate chamber, Caraway faced 
a battalion of reporters this after- 
noon, and gave abundant evidence 
that he had felt the criticisms aris- 
ing from his Afkansas statement. 
He admitted at the outset that he 
was largely to blame for them.

The committee has been 
criticized for bad manners toward 
some witnesses, I have no doubt 
that I have been the worst of- 
fender in that respect. I have said 
some sharp things to witnesses— 
and been sorry for it a minute aft- 
erwards. It is unfortunate, men 
will do those things. 

Resents Suggestion of Influence. 

However, Caraway said he re- 
sented the widely published sug- 
gestion that his statement in Ark- 
ansas might have been influenced 
by the Rev. A. V. Millar, editor of 
the Arkansas Methodist, and lead- 
er in the Arkansas Anti-Saloon 
League, He reiterated Dr. Millar’s 
statement to the Post-Dispatch 
that they had not met or held any 
communication during Caraway’s 
visit. 

The lobby committee will have 
an executive meeting, probably to- 
morrow, to determine what course 
it will pursue with reference to 
Cannon. It is obvious that Car- 
away is especially anxious to do 
nothing that would permit the 
Bishop to pose as a martyr, or 
that would bear out his contention 
that he fs being “persecuted.”

Seventy-two Men Who Aided Ad- 
miral in Antarctic to Witness 
Ceremony.

WASHINGTON, June 9.—Rear 


Admiral Richard E. Byrd will re- 


ceive from President Hoover on 
the evening of June 20 a special 
gold medal of the National Geo- 
graphic Society.

interjected that when Federal 
Judge Landis of Chicago became “a 
thorn in the flesh of the corpora- 
tions,” he was offered, and ac- 
cepted, a $50,000-a-year job super- 
vising organized baseball.

On the subject of the Reed inci- 
dent, Norris humorously remarked:

ments by District Judge CC. W. 
Buttz of Devils Lake. 

The pairs are Mr. and Mrs. Law- 
rence Hikansrud and Mr. and Mrs. 
Willis Knight, Renville County 
farmers. : 

Judge Buttz’s opinion said that 
if any punishment is to be meted 
out for the trading in mates it 
‘must be left to the unfailing pen- 
alties of their consciences—those 
fierce and refined pains and pun- 
ishments which conscience alone 
may inflict.” 

The original Mr. and Mrs. 
Knight had been married 18 years 
and the Hikansruds 12 yrars. They 
lived on farms about half a mile 
apart 24 miles northwest of Minot, 
Kach woman became enamored of 
the others’ husband. Each woman 
obtained a decree of divorce on 
Jan. 28, 1929, each testifying for 
the other. 

The divorce decrees forbade re- 
marriage for 90 days. Despite this, 
the pairs went to Melita, Manitoba, 
exchanged mates in a double wed- 
ding ceremony and went back to 
the farms with their new husbands. 
The mothers kept custody of their 
own children. 

The State alleged that they had 
violated the 90-day clause in re- 
marrying and that the new mar- 
riages were illegal. In dismissing 
criminal proceedings, Judge Buttz 
held that they had not violated any 
North Dakota laws..,

lthe decree awarded Mrs. Lowe on 


her cross bill in a decision handed 
down by Circuit Judge Brackman 
at Clayton today. 


Mrs. Lowe also was awarded $50 


a month alimony, custody of a son, 
Wesley Jr., 13 years old, and $20 a 
month for his support. 

In the trial of the suit two 
weeks ago Lowe testified his wife's 
adherence to Spiritualisnr caused 
him great embarrassment. People 
anxious to get in touch with 
friends and relatives in the other 
world cluttered up his home 
which, prior to Mrs. Lowe's plunge 
into table rocking and mysterious 
tapping, had been peaceful, he tes- 
tified. 

Talk about spirit “guides” an- 
noyed him, too, he said, There 
was his wife’s guide, “Little Joe, 
the mountaineer,” a neighbor’s 
guide, “Rolling Bear, an Indian,” 
and his own mystic guardian, 
“Chief Bloody Moon.” The last 
didn't please Lowe, who professed 
outrage at the whole unsubstantial 
goings-on. 

A black, eye once worn by Mrs. 
Lowe and testified to by Wesley 
Jr., a witness to its administration 
ceremonies, was more substantial 
than the evidence offered by Lowe 
and his supporters, Judge Brack- 
man decided. The eye and bruises 
were mentioned in the Court's 
memorandum, 

“Much time has been consumed 
and much evidence admitted,” the 
memorandum said, “in respect to 
the charge that the plaintiff's wife 
had improperly conducted herself 
while a spirit medium, 

“Her spiritualistic activities were 
apparently with her husband's 
knowledge and consent. In fact, 
he himself took active part in 
same. Evidence as to her miscon- 
duct was wholly insufficient to sus- 
tain the plaintiff's case.” 

The plaintiff's conduct, the mem- 
Orandum said, was such as to ren- 
der his wife’s condition intolerable.

NEW YORK, June 9.—A sur- 
vey of the electric light and power 
industry throughout the world, is- 
sued by the investment banking 
firm of Pynchon & Co. and cover- 
ing all nations, shows an estimat- 
ed annual production of electricity 
of 300,000,000,000 kilowatt hours. 

Of this the United States con- 
tributes about 125,000,000,000 
kilowatt hours, or one kilowatt 
hour for each 1.4 kilowatt hours 
generated by all other countries 
combined, equal to 41 per cent of 
the total. 

Germany is second with an es- 
timated output of 34,000,000 kilo- 
watt hours, about 11 per cent, Can. 
ada comes third with more than 
18,000,000,000 kilowatt hours, 
about 6 per cent. Great Britain 
and France each produce about 
16,000,000,000 kilowatt hours an-

“T am not pleading for a return 

to the method of control of other 
days, a control sometimes unrea- 
sonablJe and tyrannical. I am sug- 
gesting that a boy or girl is a fool, 
certain to make a wreck of his 
life, if he wants nothing but free- 
dom from restraint.” 
The attitude of the older gen- 
eration, Dr. Holt said, is not oppo- 
sition to the new order but fear 
and concern as to what the young- 
er generation will do with it.

Huston Expected to Retire Af-

WASHINGTON, June 3.—Repub- 
licans high in party cqunells ap- 
parently believe the retirement of 
Claudius Huston as chairman of 
‘the National Committee is immi- 
nent, for they are casting about for 
@ successor. 

Friends of the Republican party. 
leader look for his retirement some 
time this summer, probably after 
Congress adjourns, but apparently 
President Hoover and the party 
chieftains have not agreed so far 
on a new pilot. 

Several names have come up for 
discussion in conferences looking 
to selection of a successor and it 


| is known that Mr. Hoover is taking 


an active interest in the discus- 
sions. 

Huston got into difficulties when 
his testimony before the Senate 
Lobby Committee showed he had 
solicited funds as president of the 
Tennessee River Improvement As- 
sociation in behalf of Muscle Shoals 
legislative activity and used these 
funds in his brokerage account be- 
fore turning them over to the asso- 
ciation. 

However, the national chairman 
at a recent conference of party 
leaders, flatly refused to resign 
while under the fire of the Lobby 
Committee. Just how his retire- 
ment would come about is wun- 
known. It is known that President 
Hoover has not asked for his resig- 
nation. If he gives up his post it 
is thought it will be voluntarily. 

Walter Newton, executive secre- 
tary to President Hoover, and Wal- 
ter F. Brown, the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, are among those most fre- 
quently mentioned in the discussion 
over a successor to Huston. 

However, there is no indication 
of any choice. The two veteran 
party leaders in Congress, Senators 
Watson of Indiana and Moses of 
New Hampshire, are mentioned.

WASHINGTON, June 9.—Vigor- 
ous protest was made before the 
Foreign Relations Committee today 
by Senator Johnson of California 
against the decision of President 
Hoover to withhold from the com- 
mittee the confidential notes ex- 
changed among the Powers leading 
up to the Londan naval pariey. 
Johnson's action provoked a discus- 
sion which blocked any considera- 
tion of the naval treaty. 
Supporters of the pact expect a 
favorable report before the end of 
the week. They look for an over- 
whelming vote of approval with 
opposition coming only from Sen- 


ators Johnson and Robinson of In- 
diana, Republicans. 


ate will be in a position to begin 
its consideration of the treaty at 
any time, but Senator Watson of 
Indiana, Republican leader, is 
standing by the original program 
of considering it at a special ses- 
sion to be ca'lied immediately upon 
adjournment ty President Hoover. 

Johnson last night issued a state- 
ment criticising the cruiser pro- 
visions of the treaty. Under the 
pact, he asserted, “Great Britain 
builds as she pleases; the United 
States builds as Great Britain per- 
mits.” The controversy arou by 
his request that thé State Depart- 
ment make confidential documents 
pertaining te the negotiations oi 
the pact available to the commit- 
tee is thought to have been ended

Johnson Opposes Limitations, 

In his statement, Johnson said 
the American Navy needs eight- 
inch-gun cruisers and Great Britain 
cruisers carrying six-inch arma- 
ments. He complained against the 
limitation of 18 eight-inch-gun 
cruisers imposed upon America by 
the treaty. : 

“Great Britain suggested two 
categories of cruisers, dividing 
them, without going into detail. 
in substance; into those carrying 
six-inch guns and those carrying 
eight-inch guns,” he said. “Six- 
inch gun cruisers are of little value 
to the United States, particularly 
in the matter of protecting Amer- 
ican commerce. They are all suf- 
ficient for Great Britain. The rep- 
resentatives of our navy, at the in- 
sistence of our Government, and 
that an agreement of limitation 
might be reached, finally, reluc- 
tantly agreed to an irreducible 
minimum of 21 eight-inch gun 
cruisers. Great Britain refused to 
permit us 21. Ultimately, Great 
Britain offered to ‘permit’ the 
United States to build 18. Even 
this was coupled with the condi- 
tion we could have only 16 dur- 
ing the life of the treaty and two 
thereafter. Of course, an equiva- 
tent of six-inch gun cruisers was 
offered, but then the great pre- 
ponderance of naval authorities 
hold this to be of little conse- 
quence to the United States. 

Inadequate for U. 8. Needs, 
“It is no answer to assert that 
the difference is only three or five 
cruisers, or that we may build a 
greater tonnage of six-inch gun 
cruisers; because, first, the six-inch 
gun cruisers do not meet the needs 
of our country or furnish the ade- 
quate protection of our commerce; 
and, secondly, by building accord- 


ing to’ Great Britain's desires, , if, 


as provided by the treaty, there is 
another conference in 1935, our 
navy will be frozen into a condi- 
tion most disadvan us to us.

Trouble Stops Two Cars.

Nurmi Smashes 
World Record in 
Six-Mile Run 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, June 9% — Paavo 
Nurmi, the famous flying Finn 
who holds more track records than 
any other man, smashed the 
world’s mark for the six-mile run 
in a race at Stamford Bridge to- 
day. The great Finn covered the 
distance in $9. minutes, 36 3-5 sec- 
onds as compared to the record of 
29:59 2-5, set by Alfred Schrubb of 
England, which had stood since 
1904. 

Running in a handicap event, 
Nurmi finished third behind op- 
ponents to whom he had conceded 
more than three minutes start. 


Peerless Paavo’s latest running 
feat makes his twelfth world's 
record. 

Now in his middle thirties and 
lacking some of the shorter dis- 
tance speed that enabied him to 
set the classic mark of 4:10 2-5 
for the mile in 1923, he apparently 
has only shifted his activities to 
the longer jaunts. 

Only a few days ago the inter- 
national amateur athletic federa- 
tion inscribed the Nurmi name in 
the record book for the 10-mile 
run, replacing that of Alf Shrubb, 
and now another of Shrubb’s five 
records above the five-mile dis- 
tance falls before the sphinx-like 
Finn who runs “Timetable” with 
his eyes on a wrist watch. 

Over a period of seven years, 


Nurmi now has annexed the 
world’s records for running 1, 3, 


4, & 6 and 10 miles; also for 
3000, 5000, 10,000 and 15.000 me- 
ters; and for distance covered in 
one-half hour and one hour of 
running.

WASHINGTON, June 9.—Anoth- 


er delicate diplomatic situation is 
confronting the State Department 
with the growing military activity 
in China of the so-called Northern 
coalition against the forces of the 
Nanking Government. 

The problem which now has 
arisen is caused by the recognition 
by the principal governments of 
the Nanking Government as the 
ruling regime in China. The ad- 
‘vance of the Northern troops 
southward and the coalition estab- 
lishment at Peiping (Pekin) of a 
diplomatic mission has created a 
delicate situation for the foreign 
envoys on the ground. 

Dispatches reaching the State 
Department have disclosed that 


Nelson T. Johnson, the American 
Minister, and his colleagues of the 
diplomatic corps are spending 
much of their time in Nanking— 
the seat of the Southern govern- 
ment—to keep from dealing direct- 


ly with the Northern diplomatic 
representative in the old capital of 
China. 

New Regime Possible. 

With the ever present possibil- 
ity that the current struggle may 
establish a new regime in China, 
the diplomats are loath to com- 
pletely ignore a Northern repre- 
sentative if they are in residence in 
Peiping. On the other hand, their 
governments have recognized the 
Southern regime, and they must 
continue to deal with it as long as 
it maintains responsible :ontrol of 
so large a part of China as it now 
does. 

This latest civil war is being 
waged over a concentration area 
with Tsinan as its center, more 
than 1,000,000 troops being poten- 
tially available. The Northern 
strength has come about through 
an alliance of the old-time cru- 
sader, Gen. Feng Yu-hsiang, the 
so-called Christian General, and 
Gen. Yen Hsi-shan, war lord of 
the prosperous Shansi Province. 
The Southern troops are led by 
Gen. Chiang Kai-shek, nominal 
President of China. 

Protection of Foreigners Promised. 


The Northern diplomatic repre- 
sentative, a commissioner in rank, 
has already. publicly indicated he 
expects the new Northern govern- 
ment to organize fully in the old 
capital and has delivered to the 
foreign missions in Peiping a 
statement by Gen. Yen that he will 
be completely responsible for the 
protection of foreign lives and 
property in the area. Records of 
the State Department tonight 
showed there are-2617 Americans 
in the areas affected by the mili- 
tary campaigns. In some of these 
areas American consular agents 
and representatives pre urging citi- 
zens of the United States to leave 
for places of safety. 

Minister Wu of China told the 
Associated Press today he had 
complete confidence in the ability 
of the Southern government to 
withstand the Northern onslaught. 

Students of Chinese affairs de- 
scribed the Yen-Feng campaign as 
not one looking toward the over- 
throw of the Chinese Nationalist 
movement as instituted by the 
Nanking government, but one to 
gain control of the latter and con- 
duct its policies on different lines. 

It was generally admitted that 
the presence in the Northern coali- 
tion of both conservatives and rad- 
icals may present Gen. Yen with a 
serious problem internally, which 
might seriously embarrass his 
military activities.

Practically the only issue in the 
campaign was the revolt of the 76- 
year-old Simmons, oldest member 
of the Senate in point of service, 
against the nomination of Gov. 
Smith for the presidency. Sim- 
mcns’ refusal to support Smith cost 
the Democratic nominee - 100,000 


votes in North Carolina and threw 
the State into the Hoover column. 

In his campaign fcr asixth term 
in the Senate, the powerful machine 
which Simmons himself had built 
up through 30 years turned upon 
him because of his irregularity two | 
years ago and nominated Josiah W. 
Bailey, a comparatively ycung law- 
yer of Raleigh, one time a political 
lieutenant of the aged legislator. 
Bailey’s victory was more substan- 
tial than his followers had dared to 
hope. 

The passing of Simmons, “the 
little giant of North Carolina,” 
takes from the political stage the 
last of the old-time dominant po- 
litical bosses of the South. For 
years he had ruled North Carolina 
politics Hke a czar. His machine 
functioned in election after elec- 
tion with well-oiled efficiency. It 
proved at last his own undoing. 

May Seal Overman’s Doom, 

Simmons’ downfal] may seal the 
doom also of his colleague, Sen- 
ator Overman, who has sat beside 
him in the Senate for 27 years. 
Overman did not bolt the Smith 
ticket, but he has held his place in 
the Senate through the Simmons 
influence. 

By some observers of Southern 
politics, it is believed that the 
North Carolina result presages the 
defeat of Simmons’ fellow. bolter, 
Tom Heflin in Alabama Heflin 
has been barred from participa- 
tion in the Democratic primary.

INSTALLMENT BUYING OF AUTOS 
SHOWS RELATIVE INCREASE 


Total Sales Are Reduced, But 
» Average Price of Cars Is Lower. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 9.—In- 
stallment selling of automobiles is 
relatively more important during 
the present year than it was last 
year, the Commerce Department 
reports in an analysis of national 
returns on the subject. 

For the first quarter of 1930, 
the Department found 644,802 ma- 
chines were sold on credit through 
finance companies and about 
$277,494,000 of debt was incurred 
on them. 

In the same period last year, 
when the total sales of automo- 
biles were considerably larger than 
this year, instailment sales affect- 
ed 647,485 machines, and the 
credit advance was $304,732,000. 
This year average prices of auto- 
mobiles have been lower than last 
year, so the proportion of credit 
to cash transactions is rated by 
observers as greater than ever be- 


fore.

Pius XI, surrounded by his blue- 
clad noble guard and the Cardinals 
of Curia, went from the Vatican 
Palace to St. Peter’s basilica yes- 
terday afternoon to do homage to 
the memory of Paola Frassinetti, 
beatified in imposing ceremonies. 

This was the first of the cycle 
of beatifications and canonizations 
to take place this month, which is 
the last of the prolonged ‘jubilee 
year” set apart to celebrate the 
Pope's half century of priesthood.

NCE again the question faces us that , ity of our relations with other nations—

But, in all 
respect, I do submit that there are abroad 
in our time tendencies in thought and ac- 
tion which unchecked and uncorrected are 
not less grave in the perils they foreshadow 
for our people than were those which 
plunged the nation into civil war. Well 
may we pray for the wise and patient vision 
of a Lincoin to spare us from fatal blunders 
as we take our place of leadership among 
the nations of the world.

The biggest 
money, of course, is not made by 
high-salaried performers, but by 
actors like Harold Lloyd and Doug- 
las Fairbanks, who make their own 
pictures. It may surprise many 
pecple to learn that Harold Lioyd 
is the richest motion. picture actor 
in Hollywood—which means the 
world. Mr. Lioyd is understood to 
have amassed a fortune of $20,000,-

When it comes to the Broadway 
stage there is less secrecy. And 
Yet the big salaries on Broadway 
are even more surprising than 
those in opera and on the concert 
stage, for the reason that while 
appearances are more numerous, 
seasons are longer. 

On a straight salary basis Ed 
Wynn is the highest paid comedian 
On Broadway at the present. He 
receives $5000 a week from Filo 
Ziegfeld for his appearances in 
“Simple Simon.” Jack Donahue in 
“Sons O° Guns” and Jack Buchan- 
an each receive $4000 a week and 
a percentage. 

The highest paid actress on the 
American stage is Marilyn Miller, 
whose new contract calls for $4000 
a week and 10 per cent of the re- 
ceipts if the weekly receipts are 
in excess of $40,000. If her new 
show comes to the New Amaster- 
dam Theater where it can play to 
$50,000 a week, and it is seen that 
Flo Ziegfeld has a sell out hit, he 
may pay her $5000 a week. 

If Will Rogers wanted to appear 
on Broadway he could probably 
demand—and get—as much as 
$6000 or $7000 a week. What he 
received from Charles Dillingham 
last season when he pinch hit for 
Fred Stone is known to very few, 
but I’ve heard it said that it was 
considerably in excess of $5000 a 
week, 

But even the biggest Broadway 
salaries are small compared with 
John McCormack’s $50,000 a week.
